Efforts of the Legislatu re to Amend 
the Assessment Laws so That They 
Cou ld be Strictly Enforced 


In the last article we endeavored to 
show that if p rop erty was assessed 
at its tru e and fu ll valu e in money as 
p rovided by law. withou t first am end­ 
ing several inconsistent statu tes, the 
resu lt wou ld be a great and needless 
increase iti taxes; an u ncalled for in­ 
crease in the salaries of several hu n­ 
dred cou nty officials and their clerk s, 
and, in all p robability, in a great sn- 
Telep hone ! crease in mu nicip al indebtedness 
Ju stice in taxation can only be 
attained by a strict comp liance with 
the law. 
This is p roven by u niversal 
exp erience. 
There is no other way. 
With rare excep tions, when an as­ 
sessor violates the law and sets u p 
a standard of his own he either in­ 
dicts an inju ry u p on some individu al 
taxp ayer or else he does inju stice to 
♦-very other taxp ayer in the state. As 
a general ru le every step he tak es i 
ou tside the straight and narrow p ath I 
p rovided by law leads to greater and ' 
more glaring inequ alities, 
and 
in 1 
many cases if he gets too far away 
his work degenerates, as we have sa:1 
before, into a mere travesty on ju s- 
t ice. 
Becau se of the lack of harmony in 
flu * laws which we have p ointed ou t 
taxp ayers in Minnesota, to u se an 
ap t exp ression, are p laced squ arely 
. etween the devil and the deep sea, ’

The bill landed at the end of the 
session in the legislative ash heap 
where it slu mbered u ntil the follow­ 
ing session. 
Bu t tne legislatu re rec­ 
ognizing the u rgency of the matter, 
and feeling that something mu st he 
done to relieve the situ ation. Ju st 
before it adjou rned sine die adop tJd 
a concu rrent 
resolu tion requ esting 
the commission to adhere to existing 
methods u ntil the legislatu re m ‘t 
again.

Efforts of the Legislature to Amend 
the Assessment Laws so That They 
Could be Strictly Enforced 


In til** last article we endeavored to 
show that if property was assessed 
at its true and full value in money as 
provided by law, without first am en d ­ 
ing several inconsistent statutes, the 
result would lie a great and needless 
increase in taxes; an uncalled for in­ 
crease iii the salaries of several h un­ 
dred county officials and their clerks, 
and. in ail probability, in a great Di- 
crease in municipal indebtedness. 
Justice in taxation can only be 
attained by a strict compliance with 
the law. 
This is proven by universal 
experience. 
There is no other way. 
With rare exceptions, when an as­ 
sessor violates the law and sets up 
a standard of his own he either in­ 
flicts an Injury upon some individual 
taxpayer or else he does injustice to 
every other taxpayer in the state. As 


on the per cent of true value at 
which the assessment should be made 
A plurality but not a majority of tne 
members favored the fifty per cent 
basis provided in tne bill as in tro­ 
duced.

anybody. 
Heveral conferences were 
held with members of the committees 
on taxes and tax laws of the house 
and senate and the whole

thoroughly canvassed and the con­ 
clusion finally reached that it would 
o** better, all things considered, to 
amend the law to conform to long 
established custom than it would be 
to undertake to enforce an assess­ 
ment at true and full value 
A bill 
w as accordingly 
drawn 
providing 
among other tilings that, "except as 
may be otherwise provided by law all 
property subject to a general prop­ 
erty tax shall be entered opposite at 
fifty per cent of such true and full 
value. 
Such assessed value shall in 
all cases be taken and considered for 
be the value of such property for 
purposes of taxation, and shall be the 
value upon which the tax levy shall 
be made.” 
The bill was introduced 
in the 
house by the chairman of the com­ 
mittee on taxes and tax laws, and 
after the adoption of an amendment 
changing the basis of assessment from 
fifty per cent of true value to forty 
per cent it passed that body and was 
transmitted to the senate where, af* 
ter a brief debate, it was "indefin­ 
itely postponed.” 
The failure of the bill to pass was 
due not so much to hostility to the

low bamboo iii order that lie may have 
the poison in a fresh condition.

simple prick of the skin yields the poi 
son drop when needed. 
When one of 
the arrows enters tile body of even a 
large animal, such as a jaguar, mon 
key or deer, paralysis quickly follows, 
and the victim is then easily killed 
The use of the poison, it is said, does 
not affect the flesh of the animals kill 
ed. which Is quite harmless when eat 
en.

frog, Rana esculents, showing that its 
skin exudes a similar poison when ir 
rltated and that an extract prepared 
from the skin gives in guinea pigs the 
same symptoms as inoculation with 
the arrow poison.
